Duties of the Treasurer Position — It’s really not that hard. 


The Society has two checking accounts and a PayPal account that need to be 
monitored and balanced monthly with a copy of the bank statement emailed to the 
officers. Most months of the year there are only a couple deposits and a couple of 
expense checks to write. The first three months of the year are busiest with member 


dues renewal payments to deposit and 
track. Convention years take more 
attention with registration deposits and 
multiple expenses. It 1s most efficient 
if the Treasurer can attend conventions 
in person to take care of financial 
obligations, particularly the auction, but 
alternate arrangements can be made for 
that if needed. 


Anyone diligent in balancing their own 
checkbook can provide this needed 
service to the Society. With a smart 
phone and on-line banking, I perform 
99% of the work at home without 
physically going to a bank. We expect 
some standard financial software to be 
used to track income and expenses by 
categories and produce an annual report 
each January. I have been using an 
ancient version of Microsoft Money and 
it does everything I need it to do. There 
are many financial software options 
available without great expense. 


I will of course offer as much transition 
time and mentoring as needed to 

the member willing to take on this 
important task for the Society.

Thank you for your enquiry. You undoubtedly have 
at least a part set of the Life of Christ, which was 
produced by a number of slide makers on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Are all your slides marked with a 
maker - perhaps Stewart or McAllister perhaps? If 
they are all from one maker then it might be easier 
to determine how many slides were in the original 
set (by reference to the maker’s catalogue, if we 

can get access to it) and whether or not you have 
them all. In the late 19th and early 20th Centuries 
lantern shows were popular in church halls, used 

by religious leaders to promote Christianity and 
their churches, so there were many slightly different 
versions of the story. Often they were of beautiful 
quality and finely coloured. You could certainly put 
them on eBay, but you might find that the wood box 
is actually worth more than the slides. 


Do contact me again with any extra information and 
will try to offer some assistance.

They most 
probably are single thickness glass with the 
decal or transfer applied to one side, with 
no protective covering glass? That is how 
they generally are. It would be nice to think 
that the paper would be stuck to the smooth 
glass side, but I imagine it is more likely 
stuck to the image side. If the former, you 
an just moisten it and it should come off 
easily. If the latter, you will have to proceed 
with great caution. Try dampening the paper 
very slightly and see if it will start to lift 
off a little.
